Ar- 
rangements for the transfer have been completed in prin- 
ciple, it was said, and shipment of the first consignment 
will be undertaken soon. 

Heretofore, such war materials have been sold only to 
non-belligerent nations, principally to Brazil. It was be- 
lieved, however, that the tremendous equipment losses 
suffered by the Allies in the battle of Flanders had con- 
vinced’ administration leaders of the imperativeness of 
making them available to Britain and France.

An American Ship 

Two words in the listings of arrivals and 
departures from Hampton Roads this week 
heralded a milestone in American maritime 
history; a history studded with brilliant chap- 
ters and tragic blank pages. The words, under 
the heading, “Sailed,”’ were “. . . America, sea.” 
The 30,000-ton liner America, the largest ever 
built in the United States, was off on her trial 
runs. At the end of the first day at sea she was 
anchored off the Virginia coast and the com~ 
mander reported her performance better than 
expected. 

As huge ocean liners go, the America is 
hardly half-size. Were it desirable, this coun- 
try could construct a vessel greater than any 
on the seven seas. But the chances are that 
the 30,000-ton category probably will be ‘the 
largest used by the American merchant marine 
because it is considered the largest economi- 
cally feasible. The huge transatlantic prides 
of Great Britain and France may win laurels, 
but they do not make money, and it is to 
this goal that the Maritime Commission has 
directed major effort. Although half-size, 
the America will yield to no ship in facilities 
and comfort. It is a luxury liner designed 
along practical lines, destined to add new glory 
to the fleet of ships operated by the United 
States merchant marine. 

In thinking of the America, it should also 
be noted that she symbolizes all of the new 
ships being built under the aegis of the Mari- 
time Commission. Most are of standard de- 
sign, in several categories, and each is built to 
operate as an auxiliary to the United States 
battle fleet, in time meeting a major need of 
the navy. Seven years is the estimate under 
present production schedules, but this time un- 


doubtedly will be shortened under the’ defense 
program. 


Not All Is Dark 


The fish are biting. The batters are still 
lacing into the pitchers and the outfielders still 
drop ‘em.

Not while 
the fleece of clouds marches in solemn majesty 
across the azure of the heavens; not while hu- 
mankind instinctively picks the good and 
despises the bad; not while men give unselfish- 
ly that others less fortunate in the turn of fate’s 
wheel may be helped; not while a mother heavy 
with child can walk arm-in-arm with her mate; 
not while the beauty of flowers draws the 
pennies even of those to whom pennies are gold. 

Look about you. Look at the most miserable 
shack. You'll find there a flower, perhaps more 
flowers than you have in you own right. Each 
flower in the garden or in the fields is mirror- 
ed in human hearts, indelibly, where even the 
dank and dark days cannot erase their beauty. 

Remember this when there are only the 
black clouds.

Editorial of the Day 
NONE KNOWING 


(From The Birmingham Age-Herald.) 


Even in the brightest years there are very 
immediate limits to the knowledge of men. Mys- 
tery and uncertainty surround us always, when- 
ever we stop to consider our real situation. But, 
in the better years, uncertainty does not seem so 
freighted with menace. The mystery of things is 
not filled with threat. 

Just now the limitations of our knowledge 
seem to encompass almost everything. Nobody 
seems to know anything and nothing is certain. 
And in all this darkness there seems peril on 
every side, in every condition. 

Pause to contemplate others around you— 
proud, intelligent and fine human beings—and to 
contemplate yourself, realizing how little anybody 
knows; and it all seems pretty tragic. 

But perhaps men really are not as helpless, 
as ignorant, as they sometimes seem even to 
themselves. Perhaps they do, in all the mystery 
and uncertainty, still realize the great truths—of 
fidelity to the right, of justice, of kindness, of 
courage. 

Something carries people through the deep 
shadows. Possibly it is a fundamental knowl- 
edge that, after all, is sufficient even for such 
needs and tests as now confront men.

THE MARINES AGAIN? WASHINGTON, June 5.—The prob- 


lems of hemisphere policy which 
may soon confront the United States are as thornily complex as this 
country has ever had to solve. If Germany is victorious in the war 
in Europe, Nazi-inspired putsches are now feared in several im- 
portant nations of Central and South America. The interests and, 
indeed, the security of the United States are directly threatened. 
Responsible officials here have no doubts about the first step. 
If the putsches take place, military and naval expeditions must be 
sent without delay to quell the putschists and restore truly national 
governments, free of Nazi influence, in the nations affected. But 
once Humpty Dumpty is back on the wall again, how to keep him 
there? How even to get him there without seeming to toss into the 
discard the whole good-neighbor theory, with its ostentatious re- 
jection of the former reliance on the marines? 


HEMISPHERE STRATEGY The American policy-makers hope, 

perhaps optimistically, that they 
have found the answers to these puzzling questions. The nations 
where the Nazi-financed and directed fifth column is most active 
are Uruguay, the Argentine, Brazil, Chile, Mexico and, to a lesser 
extent, Colombia. No serious trouble is anticipated in any of them 
unless Germany is victorious or is on the point of victory. If the 
Germans win, efforts to overthrow the existing governments and in- 
stall regimes responsible to Berlin’s commands are expected in most, 
and perhaps all, of these nations. 

With this possibility in mind, the administration has already jn- 
formally exchanged views with other American governments. The 
declaration of Lima, obtained in 1938 by the shrewd diplomacy of 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull, foresightedly provided for mutual 
consultation and joint action in event of encroachments on hemi- 
spheric independence. It is planned to invoke the declaration, and 
to present expeditions against putschists as efforts to fulfill the 
declaration’s commitment. Acting at the call of the other Ameri- 
can nations, we shall not suffer so much from the old stigma of 
imperialism which always attached to mere sendings of marines. 

Unless the putschists are supported from Berlin and Rome, they 
will hardly be able to maintain themselves against the naval and 
military power of the United States. And they cannot be supported, 
even after a considerable interval, unless a substantial part of the 
British and French navies falls into German hands. As it would 
take at least 18 months for the Germans to man the British and 
French ships, even supposing an immediate Allied defeat, we at 
least have time to turn round in. In truth, Berlin is only expected 
to send its fifth columns into action so soon because the German 
need for raw materials will be extremely pressing, even after a 
victory. 

If the Germans do get the British and French fleets, however, 
our problem will not be easy. There are certain strong strategic 
areas, such as the northern part of Venezuela and the island of 
Trinidad, which command the Caribbean, and the Natal district of 
Brazil and the island of Fernando Noronha, which command 80 
per cent of the sea routes to lower South America. These will very 
probably become American bases, from which we shall attempt to 
defend the entire hemisphere. But the ratio of the existing British 
fleet to ours is 5-5; that of the French between 2-5 and 3-5, and 
that of the Italians 2-5. Combined, even allowing for sinkages, 
these fleets may constitute a superior force. Although it may be 
possible to avoid trouble with the Japanese in the Pacific, we can- 
not stand off a superior force in the Atlantic. Therefore, it may be 
necessary, as previously stated in this space, to resign the lower 
part of South America to its fate. 


THE GREATEST OPTIMISM Depending on what happens to 

the British and French fleets, 
the putschists will present an easy or an extremely difficult strategic 
problem. Whatever the strategic situation, however, they will always 
present a most serious economic problem. The economies of all the 
South American nations are dependent on Europe, not on the United 
States. We offer no market for their raw materials. Europe does. 
And even if the Nazi putschists are quelled by our arms, the govern- 
ments put in their places can hardly last long in nations unable to 
sell goods. 

In seeking to prevent Nazi econonfic domination of South Amer- 
ica, our policy-makers display their greatest optimism. For their 
solution is an inter-American co-operative, managed from Washing- 
ton, by which the goods of the Americas will be exchanged for the 
goods of a Europe whose commerce will be managed from Berlin. 
Clearly, such a co-operative will be difficult to establish. Clearly, 
it will enrage certain special interests, such as the American wheat 
and meat producers who will have to yield the European market to 
the Argentine. It will not be necessary unless Germany wins. But 
we may as well realize now that, if the worst happens in Europe, 
it is not going to be pleasant or easy for the United States.

THE COCKPIT QF WAR _ The Georgian who kicks the starter 


of his car and starts off on a Sun- 
day drive to take the missus over in the next state to her ma, prob- 
ably drives a greater distance than Hitler’s armies have traveled in 
the drive into Belgium and France. 

The cockpit of war is large enough for thousands of men to die. 
Indeed, it has been the site of war for centuries and centuries, since 
the Roman legions came there to conquer. 

But it is not large as distance goes. 

The fighting in France and Belgium has been confined to Bel- 
gium and a section of northern France. 

All of Belgium is not a fourth as large as the state of Georgia. 
Belgium contains 11,175 square miles; Georgia has 59,265 square 
miles. 

The greatest length of Belgium is 165 miles, the width 120 miles. 
Georgians take journeys of that distance on Sunday afternoon and 
do not get near the state line. 

Dunkerque, but lately captured, is a city of some 35,000. It was 
a town in the ninth century and, to carry om in the travelogue man- 
ner, the name means “Church of the Dunes.” It was held, in suc- 
cession, by Burgundy, Austria, Spain, France, England, and then 
again by France. England sold it back to France in 1662, Charles II 
driving the bargain. 

In Boulogne, as in many points in England, are traces of the 
old Roman encampments. War and conquest are not new to these 
cities. They have been destroyed and rebuilt time after time. The 
human race has patience and stamina. 

Calais once withstood Edward III of England in a siege which 
lasted 11 months. This was in 1347. In 1558 France recaptured it. 


MODERN WEAPONS The English used the long bow in that 


siege, but what really won for them 

was a new and terrible weapon known as “bombards.” 

It was a cannon made of wooden staves bound with many iron 
bands. The load was gunpowder, stones or small round balls. 

Military strategists were alarmed and upset. The English, i 
the battles before Calais, routed the armored knights on mail-clad 
horses with well-armed foot soldiers. 

After the defeat, the black death came to France. Hundreds died 
daily, and France, already in deep gloom, was in a state of panic. 

Propagandists blamed the black death on the Jews. Hundreds 
were killed without reason. It was no more ridiculous and no more 
true than all the present-day efforts to stir up prejudice. 

The French King later was taken captive to England and the 
taxpayers of France paid for his keep. This was one of the lowest 
ebbs in French history. 


SECRET WEAPONS? 


on the verge of defeat. 

He was following the same path Hitler took. 

He won because he had a secret weapon. One of them was a 
great catapult which, when drawn back and fitted with a large 
stone, would, when released, throw the stone into the massed foes. 

The other was a fighting tower. It was carried forward to the 
line of attack. On top of it would go the archers and the spear 
throwers. From this point of vantage they could shoot down into 
the attacking force. 

These defeated the Gauls. But later on his foes learned how to 
meet the new-weapons. The history of weapons is interesting. 
They have progressed, very oddly indeed, along with civilization, 

The long bow was, in its time, the greatest of weapons. The 
cross bow was more deadly. The first rifled cannon were marvels. 
The Germans first put them to effective use, although England had 
tried one or two and dropped the idea. So, for that matter, did they 
try the breech-loading cannon in the early centuries. There is one 
in the yard of the Tower of London which was used to guard that 
grim fortress. 

Germany’s new flame thrower and the dive bombers are the 
advances in this war. 

The United States bomber is said to be even better. 

History goes along. There is a saying it never repeats. One 
might as well say it never changes; especially in Europe, and the 


present cockpit of war.

Today, as never before in history, the people of America must 
think clearly and act quickly and boldly to keep their country safe.

If England and France go down, victorious Nazis will un- 
doubtedly take the greater part of their empires. Then we shall 
have Nazi neighbors, and their naval bases and landing fields 
will be at our doorstep. 

What shall we do about Greenland, legally the property of 
Denmark -but likely to become a part of Hitler’s loot? 

What shall we do about the Dutch East Indies, where we get 
our rubber and tin and where American companies have vast 
petroleum interests? Holland cannot protect them. Shall we look 
on in helpless wrath while they are seized by some other nation? 

What shall we do about the Dutch West Indies where Stand- 
ard Oil has the world’s biggest refinery to process most of 
Venezuela’s oil? 

What shall we do about the other Allied possessions at our 
doors—Bermuda, Jamaica, Trinidad, Barbados, Honduras, Guiana? 
What shall we offer to do about England’s fleet—which, in the 
hands of an enemy, could make the Monroe Doctrine a joke? 

Such questions as these must be answered quickly. If they
